Lansinfi', June 17.—The beet suga^ 
men are not entirely discouraf^ed over 
the shape the beet sugar bounty has 
been left in. The law of 1897 stands 
unrepealed and in the general budget 
is an appropriation of $200,000 for pay­ 
ing sugar bounties in the next two 
years. 
The original bounty bill passed by 
both housius this session wa;» recalled 
at the suggestion of Governor Pingree 
and radically amended 
Yesterday he 
vetoed the amended bill. Then a fur­ 
ther measure w as prepared and hustk'd 
throujzh r>oih houses lixlng the btmnty 
at one half cent a,nd ibe maximum to 
be received l»y one fa ’r.ory at $2.5,000. 
As paftS»^d by the house the bill pro­ 
vided tVut the bounnu;i “hall cea!?e in 
1901. 
Ttjis was not acouptable to the 
beet sugar lobby and in the senate was 
amended so as to extend the time to 
1904. 
This amendment did not reach 
tht* houso iu tim'- to be «.‘oucurrod in, 
ind the bill is «ce. rdiugly defuuet. 
At preeisoly high n(_on, when the 
eet suyar lobbyists v/ere being oom* 
mist-rated with in the corridors 
of 
ttie 
ftate, 
they 
confessed 
with 
grins that they had had a card up their 
slceveci. The bounty bill of 1897 i-, of 
course, still operative, but the speeitic 
ai»proi*riations under it are exhausted. 
N«»w. in the* general purp'^se or omoi- 
i)us bill rushed through both houses 
esterday with such haste that few mem- 
lers knew of iti- detailed provisions, 
there i;» an item of S20C>,000 for beet sugar 
bounty payments during the present 
year. 
This *ura will, of course becom^i 
available for carrying out the provis­ 
ions of the act of 1897. 
The factories 
will ofi t this year a cent a iM)und in­ 
stead of the half cent provided for in 
the defunct substitute bill and the su­ 
gar men say that next year they will 
imply charge up to the state the 
amounts earned in bounties and will 


present their claims to the next legis­ 
lature for settlement.

In his veto of the bill Governor Pin­ 
gree said: 
' 
‘“This law contains the same objec­ 
tionable feature »s the act wnich you 
recently recalled from this office. 
In 
my communication, sent to you on 
June 6, I ..expressed the opinion that 
a limit of $2. ,000 to be drasvn from 
the state treasury, by eai*h factory, 
should be iixeii. 
The law a?» it Anally 
reaches me reduces the bounty from 
one cent to half a cent a pound, but 
no limit is placed to the amount which 
can be paid to each factory. 
No one 
can tell what the output of the fac­ 
tories constructed in the immediate 
future will be. nor what amount it wili 
be ne<;essary to raise by taxes on all 
property to pay the bounty to a few 
manufacturers. 
“The law in the form in which it 
reaches me is unbusiness-llke 
and 
wrong in principle. U is eslitnated 
thiitifthe factories now built and in 
proccrS of construction should be run 
their full capacity the draft upon 
iuesta* - '' '^asu y would bo $900,000 
yearly at OUV5 cent per po\ind 
If the 
"bounty shou'd be paid at one-half cent 
a pound, as proposed in the law now 
before me, the /»mount paid from the 
treasury would/be $450.000 a year. 
It 
is a simple calculation to determine 
that if the factorie3 should douole in 
capacity, an entirely probable suppo­ 
sition, the state would be required to 
pay a bounty of $900.000 a year, the 
same as the result would be under the 
law which you recalled. 
I do not see 
that you eliminated the provision of 
the law which 1 cannot sanction, and 
I am obliged, therefore, to return the 
act without my approval.” 
The veto message closed with a roast 
on the «legislature for not compelling 
corporations to pay their just share of 
the taxation.

Mrs. Christopher’s Address to the Z«ocal 
W. O. T. U. 
The following is the excellent paper 
read by Mrs. Fannie H. Christoph .r on 
“ Flower Mission” work before the 
the Benton Harbor W. C. T. U. a few 
days ago: 
I was asked to pen a few lines about 
•‘Flower Missions.” 
It is an oft re­ 
peated phrase that poetry and music 
have a tendency to retine the taste and 
soften the heart 
Flowers too, I have 
often thought, should be added and to 
which 1 believe many will respond, for 
from the costly elaborate tioral tributes 
for the great ui the eirth, down to the 
veriest simple (lower by the wayside, 
or little brook, s>^nt or given by a sym­ 
pathising loved one, to an invalid suf­ 
ferer in her room, or to the condemned, 
unfortunate prisoner in his cell, no 
act, no offering, no tribute can ever be 
more touching and sacrcd to tne re­ 
ceiver. 
Miss Jennie Cassidy who sometime 
since ceased from her earthly labors, 
while not yet in the noontide of her 
life, had been contined to her couch 
many years, and at times a great suf­ 
ferer, a vtry prisoner of the Lord, pa­ 
tiently and hooefuiiv waiting that after 
the pains and shadows of mortal life 
were jver tu awaken iu that bright 
and glorious morn of eternal rest. 
But while she was thus sutTering and 
patiently waiting, many philanthopic 
and noble schemes had been worked 
out by her. which wise and useful suar- 
gt^stions we have not forgotten, and it 
has been our endeavor not only to carry 
*hem out but enlarge and increase their 
inliuence. 
Miss Jennie Cassidy became to those 
knowing her best, visibly an in.-^pira- 
tion. 
I was among those who some 
years ago in Louisville, answered the 
call of this remarkable woman’s syg- 
gestion to have a regular organization 
of Hower missions in our city, making 
her our president, invalid though she 
was. 
For a long time previous, ladles 
from all societies had meetings every 
week, then we left and with tiowers 
visited hospitals, prisoners or sl< U, 
whose case» had been given to us, but 
as yet with no deHnite plan or leader­ 
ship, though much 
good 
resulted 
Many from that hour t » the present 
have been, it is well known, in many 
states, faithfully working and carry* 
ing out the plans and suggestions of our 
then invalid president. 
I have said 
that she was our inspiration, which in­ 
deed she was and will so remain, 
though that little couch on which she 
bad lain so long a sulferer, is now 
vacant. 
We are gladdened by iht* wide -«pread 
and 
continued 
exttnitioR 
itf ilower 
missions, that it is obtaining iavor in 
so many stator in connection with em- 
peranee unions, we «rust that every­ 
where may be added to them this use­ 
ful, beautiful, touchmg tield of labor, 
ilower missions. 
How varied is the language of Howers 
so to speak? 
For, and to what chang* 
Ing circumstances are they sent? To 
the beautiful and happy bride where 
all around her is mirth, joy and glad* 
ness, then the sad but loving tribute to 
the dear one lying still in the embrace 
of death. 
Some years ago when Misi Frances 
Willard wai in Louisville she wai anx* 
lout to nee our preiiideot 
MU« Cas* 
sidy was deligiited witb the thought of 
IT meting Mlsa Willard. It wa» a^out 
tin e tbftt 
Jeooie Caiildy 


wai made national president of Ilower 
missions. 
What an enjoyable meeting 
that was to both of those gifted, useful 
women. It was the last of their meet­ 
ings on the shores of time, but it was 
not long ere they met again and are 
now having sweeter and never-ceasing 
communion and blooming again into 
never-changing health and ybuth in 
that brighter and happier clime.

our lives be so useful and full of loving 
kindness that when heart and tlesh 
with us too shall fail, that our influence 
like those saintly women who have 
passed away may not cease, but live on

Halifax, N. S., June 17.—According to 
an offtcial account of Friday m orning's 
disaster in the Caledonia mine of the 
; [dominion Coal company, at Glace Bay, 
Cape Breton, there were two explo­ 
sions, the first killing six men and the 
second five. Fire started near w hat is 
cnown as the deep pump, the cause be- 
ng unknown. 
Six men who were on 
their way out were overcome by an ex- 
[»losion of fire damp and sulfocated 
where they fell. Three-quarters of an 
hour later a party of men were on their 
way to the scene of the fire, headed by 
I'hoinas Johnston, the 
underground 
manqiger when an explosion of gas oc­ 
curred, by which they were killed in- 
stantl]ti' The bodies of the victims save 
one, were recovered by a rescue party, 
in which was John Johnston, assistant 
Mianager of the Dominion Coal com- 
îany, and a brother of one of the dead. 
A lter considerable difficulty the poii- 
ti|n of^he fire was located and a body 
of^voliiteteers attacked the flames with 
winter, ^^his work was carried on vig- 
o ^ u sly ^ o r several hours, when it was 
ii»uj^d tliàt the extent of the fire and the 
difficulties 6f fighting it rendered ef­ 
forts useless. 
^ • Tbe pArty was confronted with many 
jdifKculjlies. Men« women and children 
hung aVwut the opening of the slope, 
Wee|»ihg and distracted. Down below a 
^ ito |^ ^arkness prevailed, lighted by 
Occano^ia! brilliant bursts of the con­ 
flagration raging through the pit. The 
lam ps of the rescuing party shed feeble 
gleams, and the volunteers groped 
their way down into the 
mine, the 
poisônéins gases almost choking them. 
After, é brief time a body was brought 
up, then another, and another until ten 
had com i to the surface. None of them 
fre i^n g le d , bu t all were blackened, 
he bodies were laid side by side in the 
large ir<tom in the office building. Men 
and women crowded into the place and 
the identifications were accompanied 
by most pitiful scenes.
